editor merely added in a note to the article, the 


words, ‘Said to have been written by the Hon. | 


Mrs. Norton.’ Your readers will thus perceive 
that, so far from affirming this fact, the editor has 
simply given, in a guarded way, a statement long 
publicly circulated and never contradicted until 
now. If this has given offence to Mrs. Norton I 
regret it, but I think your readers will agree that 
the facts do not warrant her in charging me with 
being the author of an untruth; and certainly it 
hever occurred to the editor of the volume that any 
ereat disgrace could attach to the suspicion of being 
the writer of a powerful article in your influential 
journal, much less that his cautious note should 
have induced Mrs. Norton to stigmatize it as ‘an 
Insult,’ which the editor ‘would not have dared 
to offer to any gentleman author.’ I am, ete.

There has long been doubt about the authorship 
of The Tin Trumpet.”

As the author of “Junius” is another one of 
those vexed questions which have a general inter- 
est, | think I may give place to the following cor- 
respondence: “Sir, the following promising an- 
houncement appeared under the head of ‘ Intelli- 
gence’ in the first number of the ‘ Academy :’ ‘ The 
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discovery of “ Junius,” so often announced, has at 
length, we have every reason to believe, been 
placed beyond doubt by the researches of the Hon. 
Edw. Twisleton, who has for the first time called in 
the aid of a scientific expert in handwriting, the 
well-known Mr. Ch. Chabot. The results will shortly 
be made public, together with fac-similes of the au- 
tographs of “Junius’s” letters to Woodfall and Geo. 
Grenville.’ This led most people to expect an ori- 
ginal contribution to the ‘ Junius’ literature, from 
a man of learning and ability such as we all know 
Mr. Twisleton to be. But on turning to Mr. Mur- 
ray’s quarterly list of forthcoming works, I find 
‘The Handwriting of “Junius,” professionally in- 
vestigated by Mr. Charles Chabot, expert; with 
preface and collateral evidence, by the Hon. Edw. 
Twisleton, with fac-similes of all the letters of 
“ Junius” to Mr. Grenville and Mr. Woodfall, and 
100 pages of letters of Sir Philip Francis,’ 4to. So

of experts—a kind of testimony which, whether 
French or English, is notoriously distrusted by our 
courts. Experts by the dozen have tried their 
hands on Junius, and some eight or ten claims, 
plausible enough to the uninitiated, have already 
been made out in this fashion. The art is simple 
enough. To prove identity, pick out all the simi- 
lar stroke or strokes ; to disprove it, the dissimilar. 
The very document on which M. Chabot has been 
at work was submitted to this process more than 
forty years ago, and the argument based upon it was, 
so to speak, discounted at the time. It was the 
subject of a conversation with Lord Braybrooke in 
1837, reported in the ‘ Diaries of a Lady of Quality’ 
(p. 283, sec. edit.). A Mrs. King (née Giles) re- 
ceived a copy of verses with an anonymous letter 
of four or five lines. The handwriting of the verses 
strikingly resembles the natural handwriting of 
Francis, and the verses (a suspicious fact) were 
owned by him. The accompanying letter is in a 
feigned hand, bearing a strong resemblance to the 
coarser specimens of Junius, especially to the Geo. 
Grenville letters, the authenticity of which is open 
todoubt. Of the exquisite penmanship of the let- 
ter to Garrick, and some other letters of undoubted 
authenticity, there is not a trace. Lady Temple’s 
handwriting comes surprisingly near to these, and 
a strong claim for Earl Temple is based upon this 
similarity by the learned editor of the ‘ Grenville 
Papers,’ Mr. W. J. Smith. The anonymous letter 
to Mrs. King was lithographed by her brother, and 
largely distributed. A copy is in the library of 
Cashiobury, pasted into Woodfall’s ‘Junius,’ by 
the late Lord Essex, who, in common with almost 
all who personally knew Francis, discredited his 
claim. Lord Macaulay, who had seen the letter, 
does not so much as mention it among his proofs. 
If it were worth while to recur to the unsatisfac- 
tory argument from handwriting, perhaps more 
might be made out of Lady Temple’s, or out of the 
private letter, No. 6, in which there are three lines 
exactly resembling the handwriting of Hugh Boyd. 
The writer appears to have unguardedly broken 
into his natural hand. But Hugh Boyd’s claim, 
though backed by an alleged avowal to Alman, 
has been definitively dismissed.” 

“ Sir, having announced for publication a work 
on the handwriting of Junius, I am not a little sur- 
prised to find in your impression of to-day that a 
correspondent attempts to forestall the work, by 
an adverse criticism of the supposed principle on 
which it is founded. I trust, therefore, that I may 
be permitted to request those who are interested iu 
the Junian question, to suspend their judgment 
till the work is actually published, and they have 
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had time to master its contents. The writer of the 
criticism assumes that the question in issue is pro- 
posed ‘to be settled by the testimony of experts ;’ 
but if he had only waited to read the forthcoming 
preface, he would have seen in it Mr. Chabot’s 
pointed request that his conclusions should not be 
accepted as mere testimony, but that they shall be 
judged of solely through the light of his objective 
proofs. Mr. Chabot has had the subject under 
consideration since April last year, and his ability 
and high character are so well known to many 
members of the barand tothe public generally, 
that his deliberately formed opinion on any ordi- 
nary point of handwriting would carry with it 
great weight, without proofs. But, in the Junian 
question, the time for bare authority, unproved 


assertions, and merely subjective statements has | 


passed away. Mr. Chabot, indeed, himself, when 
he entered upon his investigation, had formed no 
opinion of the authorship of Junius, and it so hap- 
pens that he had not even ever read the ‘ Letters of 
Junius.’ With him the whole inquiry has been 
a dry professional question of handwriting. But 
others may interpose in this matter who have 
written strongly on the question of authorship, 
and, without any dishonest intention, their opinion 
on the handwriting is evidently liable to a bias.

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, Nov. 1, 1869. 

My last letter unconsciously grew to such great 
length I ended it abruptly, in fear your patience 
might have been exhausted, I should like to give 
some further touches to the sketch I attempted to 
trace of Sainte-Beuve. French literary men re- 
proach him for what they call his injustice to 
Honoré de Balzac. I think the latter greatly over- 
rated, In the first place, he lacks one excellence, 
without which no author yet has attained immor- 
tality—style. De Balzac has no style. Sainte- 
Beuve ridiculed him: “ He has written twenty or 
thirty volumes, and has not attained a style.” I 
may add here, Sainte-Beuve did not share the en- 
thusiasm of his countrymen for Michelet and Stend- 
hal. He thought “‘ genius,’’ applied to them and 
to de Balzac, “‘ten times too large a word.’? The 
origin of the quarrel with de Balzac was the article 
on the novelist which appeared in the “ Revue des 
Deux Mondes,” and has been republished in “ Les 
Portraits Contemporains.” Jules Sandeau has more 
than once told me that he was with de Balzac 
when this article of the “ Revue des Deux Mondes” 
reached him. The great novelist, who reckoned on 
an article which contained nothing but praise, and 
which especially should be favorable, began to read 
the article aloud. The first pages did not prove too 
offensive, and he continued to read in quite a good 
humor. But his countenance soon darkened ; he 
threw down the “ Revue” and exclaimed in his 
anger, “‘ He shall pay for that. Iwill run my pen 
through his body.” And he added, to crown his 
vengeance, “I will rewrite ‘Volupté.’” This last 
novel had just appeared. Fierce was the war de 
Balzac waged on Sainte-Beuve, or Sainte Bevue 
(Saintess Blunderer), as he called him, borrowing 
the nickname Duchess d’Abrantés had given the 
critic. In those days Sainte-Beuve was still hunt- 
ing for his style, and still wrestling with language. 
He was then guilty of such expressions as “ tran- 
quillized feet,” “ unfertile incubations,” “ scrawny 


hair,” “courteous declivities,” “man narrowly | 


cabined but not shrunken ;” and de Balzac, with 
his horse-laugh, borrowed from Rabelais, not only 
ridiculed Sainte-Beuve, but made all Paris join 
him. Sainte-Beuve characteristically waited until 
de Balzac was dead before he returned the attack, 
and never failed to give the dead novelist a wound, 
especially in later years when Sainte-Beuve exer- 
cised great authority in the literary world. Sainte- 
Beuve, to the hour of his death, chuckled over the 
blows with which he had avenged de Balzac’s as- 
saults, and was fond of saying, “ He dealt me fre- 
quent blows, but I think I paid him for all of 
them.” I do not know one of Sainte-Beuve’s earlier 
friends (except Mme. Sand and Jules Sandeau) with 
whom he did not quarrel. He was intimate with 
nobody, as he had been with Alfred de Vigny. 
After the latter’s death he attacked him with a 
good deal of acrimony. He gives this account of 
the rupture of their relations: “I had brought 
out my judgment upon him; I should have been 
happy to have it rectified, if need be, and to have 
Teceived further light. Instead of doing this, he 
Wrapped himself up more and more in himself— 
his communications and works became rarer and 
rarer, As he grew old, he entrenched himself 
more and more in his inviolability of angel and 
poet. He seemed to be really preserved in it. On 
the other hand, I, on the contrary, had once more 
become, of humor and habit, more and more free and 
critical, and coldness with time took place between 
us.” Another old friend, with whom he kept on ex- 
cellent terms during his life, was M. Ampére. After 
he died Sainte-Beuve treated him with great harsh- 
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ness. I called attention to the article in these col- 
|umns when it appeared. Towards the close of his 
life, Sainte-Beuve had rather sunk socially. I mean 
to say, he no longer moved in those higher intel- 
lectual circles, where MM. Villemain, Victor Cousin, 
Guizot, and others were seen. Politics had some- 
thing to do with it; but he was so much at variance 
with these higher circles, his opinions on religion and 
morals were so diametrically opposed to the opin- 
ions held in them, he felt out of place in them. 
His associates became chiefly young literary men. 
He courted them as guardians of his memory. He 
always paid attention to everybody who wielded a 
pen in France, that the chorus should sing his 
praises with no discordant voices. I have several 
times observed him stoop to win people, whose in- 
sults he should have braved. This infirmity is, 
however, common here. Victor Hugo carries this 
fawning even further than Sainte-Beuve did. The 
latter made a serious mistake when he became a 
candidate for the Senate. This ambition grew to 
be at last a sort of frenzy with him, and had two 
causes. He felt as a sort of slur upon him that 
MM. Nisard, Sylvestre de Sacy, Prosper Merimée, 
and de Saulcy should be promoted to the Senate 
before him. The repeated postponement of his ap- 
pointment irritated him. He was nettled, too, as 
these gentlemen, and Scribe, and Alfred de Vigny 
were invited to Compiegne, while no invitation 
came for him. He was looked upon with suspicious 
eyes by all the influential people of court, and the 
Empress had an especial antipathy to him. The 
feeling was, ‘Sainte-Beuve could not be trusted.” 
He was with the Empire as he had been with a 
dozen different systems before, and only to betray 
them. Moreover, the second Empire, like the first 
Empire, was hostile to literary men—* mere ideol- 
ogists.” It reckoned no success in its annals due 
to mere intellect. It had restored France to her 
former position in Europe, marred Russia’s designs 
in the East, created the kingdom of Italy, annexed 
Savoy and Nice, crushed anarchy, maintained by 
the turbulent population of Paris and Lyons, solely 
| by the sword. It admitted no other wand potent 
enough to govern men and lead nations to lofty 
destinies. It little dreamed (though on the morrow 
of the 2d December, 1851, Prince von Schwartzen- 
berg, congratulating Prince Louis Napoleon on a 
success, destined in seven years to be so fatal to 
Austria, had said: “ You caw do anything with 
bayonets but sit upon them”’), it little dreamed the 
Empire, defended by half a million bayoncts, en- 
trenched in a city whose streets were laid out upon 
the strictest principles of military engineering 
striving for best attack and defence, should one day 
tumble like a castle of cards at the breath of men 
with brains —those despised fellows who could 
make good speeches. In the last article Sainte- 
Benve wrote he described the contempt felt and 
expressed in all official circles for intellectual 
influences. Sainte-Beuve keenly felt he was tabooed. 
But (I have said there were two causes which led 
him to desire a seat in the Senate) Sainte-Beuve was 
poor. French publishers are unfair to authors. I 
have been told he received, from the first publishers 
of his “ Causeries de Lundi,’’ MM. Garnier Fréres, 
only one cent on each volume sold! Sainte-Beuve 
had always been careless of money. As he grew 
in reputation his expenses necessarily increased 
(the public scarcely conceive the innumerable taxes 
levied on an eminent man), and Sainte-Beuve felt 
he was growing old. The six thousand dollars gold 
annexed to a seat in the Senate were necessary to 
Sainte-Beuve.

my-thumb?” After the insidious commencement 
of his attack—which, had he been better advised, 
he never would have begun—Mr. Hazlitt proceeds 
with an attempt at the general destruction of Mr. 
Bohn, who, on his part, is so surprised and disgust- 
ed, and is made so angry with his assailant, that 
| he means to sue him ; and that it will serve Mr. Haz- 
| litt right if he does, anybody will admit after read- 
ing the letter which Mr. Bohn has sent to the 
“Bookseller.” For the cause of Mr. Hazlitt’s 
|abuse is that common and noble one which has 
| been at the bottom of one-quarter or one-third of 
| all the ill language in literature. The melancholy 
truth is that Mr. Hazlitt has been pilfering from 
Mr. Bohn, has been stealing the results of that 
gentleman’s labors; and having done him an in- 
jury, he of course at once falls foul of him. Mr. 
Bohn has good evidence that Mr. Hazlitt not only 
| made the “* Hand-Book” the basis of his own work, 
| but even sent the printed pages to his printer as 
“copy.’’? In the first four pages of the “ English 
| Proverbs” Mr. Bohn finds—unacknowledged, though 
|Mr. Hazlitt pretends that he always makes ac- 
| knowledgment—twenty of the proverbs first col- 
|lected by Mr. Bohn; and some of them Mr. Haz- 
litt could not have got elsewhere, as Mr. Bohn 
| got them from unpublished manuscripts or from 
| sources all but unique. Then Mr. Hazlitt steals 
| from Ray as well as from Bohn, Mr. Bohn says; 
| often taking Ray’s Greek, Latin, Spanish, and other 
| parallels, and often taking his explanations, which 
| those of our readers who know Ray’s work will re- 
|member as a most amusing part of it. Having 
| been guilty of this thievery, into proof of which 
Mr. Bohn goes at greater length than we can, Mr. 
| Hazlitt wickedly turns round and blackens the un- 
| fortunate Bohn and his book. The “ Hand- Book,” 
he says, does not reproduce faithfully all of Ray’s 
| collection. What is more, the “ Hand-Book” is not 
as good as the collections previous to Ray’s. Then 
again, Bohn’s book, says Hazlitt, has the grave de- 
| fect of giving conflicting and even contradictory 
proverbs. This is a most extraordinary indictment 
to prefer; as if half of all the proverbial wisdom 
in the world were not half-wisdom, and as if scores 
of proverbs were not all the better for being con- 
tradicted. Bohn, too, has neglected several minor 
works, if we may believe Mr. Hazlitt; and has left 
out not a few good proverbs which may easily be 
found in the “Gnomologia ;” and has given Hey- 
wood’s proverbs corruptly ; and has not given half 
—no, nor a quarter—of Herbert’s “ Outlandish 
Proverbs,” and so he goes on, in the sulkiest man- 
ner, and without the least regard for facts, till at 
last Mr. Bohn is out of all patience and works him- 
self into a passion, which, as we look at the matter, 
has a good solid excuse, and of which we trust Mr. 
Hazlitt may yet feel more of the effects. — The Na- 
tion. 

WE have received from J. E. Jackson, business 
manager of the Ledger job printing office, in the 
Publie Ledger building, Philadelphia, a large quarto 
volume containing “ Specimens of Theatrical Cats;

The pictorial designs are 
of almost infinite variety, as respects style, ex- 
pression and general character, and they exhibit 
a high degree of the peculiar sort of effectiveness 
which this department of work requires. Much of 
the printing is done in colors, which by their bril- 
liancy are not only striking to the eye but pleasing 
to the taste, and the neatness, and in many in- 
stances the graphic and picturesque character of 
most of the letter-face will gratify the most casual 
beholder. Indeed, we can scarcely point to any 
better illustration of the happy blending of artistic 
taste with industrial skill and business enterprise. 


Messrs. Suetvon & Co., New York, publish the 
following programme of the “Galaxy” for 1870.

Tuk marvellous rapidity which attended the rise 
of the State of California may be fitly illustrated 
by tracing the history of one of its most prominent 
commercial houses.

distance of the old location, where they determined 
to build a larger and more convenient store. The 
new store has a frontage of 75 feet on Market Street, 
with a depth of 170 feet, reaching through to Ste- 
venson Street, where it has a frontage of 80 feet. 
The building, which is now nearly finished, has been 
erected at a cost of $100,000. It is five stories in 
height, and the design for the Market Street front, 
which will be the principal entrance, is chaste and 
elaborate, and does infinite credit to the taste of the 
architect. The business of the firm is thoroughly 
systematized, and divided into ten departments, 
each having responsible heads, as follows: Miscel- 
laneous Books, Scientific Books, School Books, Law 
Books, Medical Books, Religious Books, Subscrip- 
tion Books, Blanks, Stationery, and the Publica- 
tions of the House, which consist chiefly of Educa- 
tional and Law Books and Maps.

The partners, Mr. H. H. Bancroft and Mr. A. L. 
Bancroft, are natives of Buffalo, N. Y., and settled 
in California about the year 1852, and where they 
have built up the largest book and stationery busi- 
ness on the Pacific coast, and one of the largest in 
the United States, by intelligence and perseverance, 
and by the strict integrity which has throughout 
characterized all their dealings. 


MORRIS PHILLIPS, ESQ. 

From the advance sheets of a new sensation book 
by George Ellington, published by subscription, we 
excerpt the following outline sketch of Morris Phil- 
lips, of the “Home Journal.’’ The author, treating 
largely of society, people, and fashionable life in 
New York, deems the “Home Journal” and Mr, 
Phillips appropriate subjects for discussion in his 
work. We quote from the middle of a chapter. 

“ The ‘ Home Journal’ still lives, although Mr. Wil- 
lis and Gen. Morrisare both dead. There is a new 
office and a new corps of editors now, but the paper 
maintains its high literary standard, and is as pop- 
ular as ever. The present editors are Mr. Morris 
Phillips, Mr. George Perry and Mr. J. Hal. Elliott. 
Mr. Phillips was long associated with Mr. Willis in 
the literary management of the paper before his 
death, and very naturally assumed the control of its 
columns upon the poet’s decease. He is an active, 
industrious, untiring worker, and performs a large 
amount of literary labor, besides that involved in 
the conduct of the ‘Home Journal.’ It would be 
hard to fiud a more genial, pleasant man than Mr. 
Morris Phillips. He shows the same consideration 
to young authors which Mr. Willis did, and we 
doubt not he is bringing many tothe notice of the 
public who will hereafter thank the ‘Home Journal’ 
for its aid and encouragement. For having first 
introduced into the American press those features 
which now have a place in nearly every metropoli- 
tan newspaper (‘ Fashionable Intelligence’ and ‘So- 
ciety News’) he deserves all of the praise or should 
bear all the blame. For a long timeit was his de- 
sire to have the ‘Home Journal’ regarded as ‘ The 
Court Journal of America,’ and in a prospectus of 
the paper, issued many years since, he gave that 
as a second heading or title. In the year 1866 he 
had decided to introduce this novelty, and in Jan- 
uary, 1867, such a department was commenced in 
the ‘Home Journal,’ although Mr. Willis did not al- 
together approve of the idea. It is unnecessary for 
us to say how well the paper has succeeded with 
this additional feature, and now but few papers in 
the city, with any pretension of circulation among 
the better classes, are without such a department. 
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“ Morris Phillips, like many of the leading editors 
of this country, is a self made man. He gained his 
present position, not by mere accident. He was 
born May 9, 1834. His father was a highly re- 
spected merchant, but he having died when Morris 
was but five years old (and not leaving a great 
fortune for each of his children), our young editor 
had to earn his own living as soon as he was able. 
He received a liberal education, and was well pre- 
pared for a mercantile life; but finding the com- 


mercial world unsuited to his tastes, he left it and | 
entered the law office of the celebrated firm of | 


Brown, Hall & Vanderpoel, for the purposeof study- 
ing law asa profession. This did not engage him 
long, when an excellent offer was made to him by a 
large mercantile house, and Morris Phillips found 
himself deep in ‘dollars and cents’ in the city of 
Cleveland, Ohio, then known as ‘Out West.’ But 
our young friend was fickle as his fortune was va- 
ried, for ina few months after this he was again 
poring over Kent, Blackstone, et al., with a celebra- 
ted firm of lawyers in Buffalo. It was evident that 
he had not even yet found his properelement. But 
his time had come. 

“In the year 1854, and when the subject of our 
sketch was but nineteen years old, General Goo. P. 
Morris, editor of the ‘Home Journal,’ tendered him 
the position of secretary (or ‘right-hand man,’ as 
the poet called him), and he has been connected 
with the paper in one way or another ever since, 
except when he owned and edited the old Knicker- 
bocker Magazine, during part of 1862. He has fil- 
led nearly every position in the ‘Home Journal,’ 
from proof-reader up to editor-in-chief. 

“ Morris Phillips commenced his newspaper life at 
the very bottom round of the ladder. and has reach- 
ed his present proud position by hard work, person- 
al attention to business, and, more than all, by giv- 
ing the very best of the most suitable kind of liter- 


ature and news for the fashionable world for which 


he caters. He made his first appearance in print 
as correspondent for the Western press, many years 
ago, and bas since written considerably for New 
York and Boston periodicals. 

“Asa manager and editor he has few if any supe- 
riors in the country. Several attempts have been 
made of late years to start papers similar in char- 
acter to the ‘Home Journal,’ but they have all fail- 
ed. The ‘Home Journal’ has always held its own, 
and isto-day the recognized leading society organ 
of the country. 

“ Personally, Mr. Phillips is very much liked, and 
has many friends. He isa genial, good-natured 
gentleman, somewhat under the medium height, 
though well built; has black curly hair, dresses 


well, and is particularly noted for his gentlemanly | 


manners. When he first entered the ‘ Home Jour- 
nal’ office, he received a salary of but five dollars 
perweek. On the death of Mr. Morris, in 1864, he 
purchased the poet’s half interest in the paper, and 
became co-editor and partner with Mr. N. P. Wil- 
lis, and, in the autumn of 1866, became the sole 
proprietorofthe concern. In 1867 he parted with one 
half of the proprietorship, associating with himself 
George Perry and J. H. Elliott. The former had 
been for the previous year or two one of the editors 
of the paper, and the latter has long been a favorite 
contributor.

OBITUARY. 

Tue Rev. Wittiam Harness, the contemporary of 
Scott and Shelley, the friend and associate of Byron, 
Moore, Southey, Wordsworth, Joanna Baillie, Miss 
Mitford, the Kembles, and others, has died, aged 
80, incumbent of a small proprietary chapel, in the 
unfashionable, and therefore poorer part of London. 
He contributed largely to the “ Quarterly Review,” 
“Fraser's Magazine,” and other periodivals, wrote 
two or three dramas, and his last writing was the 
preface to the Life and Letters of his friend, Mary 
Russell Mitford, just published. He was an early 
and devoted friend of Byron, and strongly de- 
nounced Mrs. Stowe’s publication against Lord 
Byron and hersister as “an infamous and malignant 
| slander—untrue and wholly improbable.” 

OveRBECK, the well-known painter of German 
historical subjects, lately died at Rome, aged $0 
years. He was a great artist, and the champion, 
by pen and pencil, of high art. He produced many 
pictures on scriptural subjects, but persisted, to 
the last, in giving German instead of Hebrew, 
noses to his Old Testament characters. 

Mr. Cones, Grand Rabbi of the southeast district 
of France, and remarkable as an eminent Hebrew 
scholar, has just died at Marseilles. 

Mr. Isaac C. Pray, a well-known journalist and 
dramatic author, died at his residence, Irving Place, 
New York, November 28, aged 57. Deceased was a 
native of Boston, where he was born in 1813, and 
migrated to New York in 1836, in which city he 
remained till his death. His most snecessfal 
effort was a Classical Drama, entitled “ Virginius,” 
and until quite recently he filled the post of night 
editor of the “Journal of Commerce.”’

An Almanack for the Year of Our Lord 1870. By 
Joseph Whitaker. pp. 356. London: J. Whita- 
ker. 

This is the second volume of the most instructive 
and accurate annual ever published. Mr. Whitaker 
has brought his long experience as proprietor and 
editor of “‘ The Bookseller’’ (senior among the lite- 
rary advertising and critical periodicals of London) 
to bear upon this Almanack, which is at once com- 
pact, complete, and remarkably cheap—a multum 
in parvo of statistical and general information re- 
lating to the British Empire in particular, and to 
the rest of the world at large. We have had occa- 
sion almost every day during the past year to referto 
“ Whitaker’s Almanack” to obtain or verify informa- 
tion, and have found it invariably accurate. Com- 
paring the volume for 1870 with that for 1869, we 
find all the good features retained and many new 
ones added. Any one desiring to know “ who’s 
who” in the British Empire can ascertain it from 
these pages. There is an excellent Parliamentary 
Summary for 1869, which includes a history of the 
action, step by step, as regards the Irish Church. 
Particulars respecting the British colonies are given 
in full, and the statistics of foreign countries are 
also given at considerable length. Those of the 
United States have been revised, as we know, by the 
best official authority in Washington. There is also 
a capital index. A short time ago such a mass of 
information as this, printed as an ordinary octavo, 
would have been fairly priced at a guinea, but now, 
with the typography remarkably clear, and the 
page reduced to a portable size, it is sold for a 
British shilling. There never before has been 
such a shilling’s worth as this. The British “ Al- 
manag and Companion” is five times dearer and 
not half so complete.

The American 
editor of the Proverbs is the Rev. Charles A. Aiken, 
Ph.D., now President of Union College, Schenectady, 
and formerly Professor of Latin Literature in Prince- 
ton College. Ecclesiastes has been edited by that 
veteran scholar, Prof. Taylor Lewis, who also edited 
Genesis. The Song of Songs has been prepared by 
Dr. W. Henry Green, Professor of Oriental and Old 
Testament Literature in the Theological Seminary 
at Princeton. It will thus be seen that two of the 
books in this volume are the result of Princeton 
scholarship; for though President Aiken is now at 
Schenectady, his editorial labors on the work were 
begun and probably completed before his removal 
to New York. The general characteristics and pe- 
culiar merits of this reproduction of the Bible work 
are now widely appreciated, and have secured for 
it a permanent position not only on the shelves of 
students and clergymen, but in the libraries of 
scholars generally who seek to have at hand a 
compact body of skilful comment on the Scriptures, 
viewed even as a literary production.

The Origin and Derelopment of Religious Belief. By 
8. Baring Gould, M. A. Part I. Heathenism and 
Mosaism. pp. 414. New York: D. Appleton & 
Co. 

This work and Mr. Lea’s “Studies in Church 
History,” are the two most important original pro- 
ductions we have received since our last number. 
Mr. Gould’s “ Curious Myths of the Middle Ages,” 
exhibited him rather as an agreeable writer and as 
a literary explorer than as a philosopher, for it is, 
as he himself states, from a philosophic and not 
from a religious point of view that he has written, 
and he subjects Mosaism and Christianity to the 
same treatment as Heathenism. Mr. Gould is 
coldly and severely critical ; indeed, he avows that 
it is an attempt on purely positive grounds to de- 
termine the religious instincts of humanity. Hence, 
he is careful to notify the reader that he does not 
assume either the existence of a God or the truth 
of Revelation, and that he quotes the Bible, not 
as authoritative, but as an historical record open 
to criticism. The present volume aims at show- | 
ing what are the religious instincts of humanity. 
In a second volume which he promises, he will 
point out “how that Christianity by its funda- 
mental postulate—the Incarnation—assumes to/| 
meet all these instincts; how it actually does so 
meet them: and how failure is due to counteract- | 
ing political or social causes.’’

These volumes form the second instalment of the 
cheap edition of this valuable work. The period 
they cover is from the year 1535 to the death of 
Henry, in 1547. It was during this period that 
Henry, following up that policy which he began 
when he divorced his first wife, in defiance of every 
effort of the Papal See, cajoled and threatened the 
Parliament into proclaiming him the head of the 
church, and with the strong and willing help of 
Thomas Cromwell, began to harry the monastic es- 
tablishments, whose immense wealth he speedily 
passed into his own coffers. The sudden uprooting 
of the monastic system, the growth of centuries, 
and the condensed doctrines of the new-founded 
church, were not accepted by the nation without 
murmur, and the result was that many lost their 
lives by cord and stake, some because they ad- 
hered too fondly to the ancient faith, and others, 
because they went too far in the opposite extreme.

We have the text of the Midsummer-Night’s 
Dream beautifully printed on heavy and delicate 
paper, each page with red border lines and ample 
margin.

Its chief feature, however, which renders it quite 
unique, is its illustrations. There are twenty-four 
of them, by Paul Konewka, who is said to be a 
German artist.

The method of “ Leading Cases” can never super- 
sede that of formal treatises, but since John William 
Smith showed what were the decided advantages 
of that method for the practitioner, it has steadily 
grown in favor with the profession. It has been 
applied to equity and the several departments of the 
civil law, but Messrs. Bennett and Heard were, we 
believe, the first, and they still remain the only ones 
who have adapted it to the Criminal Law. Their 











| “ Leading Cases’’ first appeared in 1856, and at once 
was most acceptably received, and was found by 
the bench as well as the bar to be highly service- 
able. We are not surprised that a new edition 
should be called for, for it will undoubtedly become, 
and deservedly so, a standard work in American 
Criminal Law. Nor is this new edition a mere re- 
production of the old. The editors have separated 
their labors, those of Mr. Bennett being contained 
in the first volume, and those of Mr. Heard in the 
second. Throughout both volumes many new notes 
have been added, and the former notes have been 
enlarged and brought down to the present time.

In preparing this edition, Mr. Taylor tells us 
that every part of the work has been thoroughly 
revised and several important additions have been 
made. Some alterations were rendered necessary 
by changes in the current of modern authorities, 
and some conflicting adjudications have been har- 
monized. All the subsequent cases, which are not 
mere reiterations of settled doctrines, have been 
added, and they amount, it is said, to more than a 
thousand innumber. The text has also been veri- 
fied by comparison with the reports, and pains have 
been taken to correct inaccuracies in the citations. 
Mr. Taylor seems to have evinced a laudable desire 
to produce a text-book really serviceable to the pro- 
fession, and the successive editions of it show that 
his labors are appreciated.

To call this work merely a collection of proverbs 
would not do justice to it. Not only has Mr. Kelly 
gathered together his proverbs from the literature 
of many languages, but he has classified, compared 
them, and stated them briefly but pointedly, illus- 
trated them by apposite anecdotes, so as in various 
ways to accomplish that which Trench in his 
“ Proverbs and their Lessons”’ indicates as a thing 
yet to be done. We are sure that the volume will 
gratify everybody who looks into it, and we can 
scarcely imagine how, within the limits which the 
author set for himself, his work could have been 
better accomplished, and if he had overpassed it 
to any great extent and become prolix, he would 
have spoiled it all. The following extract from the 
preface shows in what spirit the volume has been 
prepared: “ British proverbs, for the most part, 
form the basis of this collection. They are ar- 
ranged according to their import and affinity, and 
under each of them are grouped translations of 
their principal equivalents in other languages, the 
originals being generally appended in footnotes. 
By this means are formed natural families of pro- 
verbs, the several members of which acquire 1D- 
creased significance from the light they reflect om 
each other. At the same time, a source of lively 
interest is opened for the reader, who is thus ena- 
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bled to observe the manifold diversities of form 
which the same thought assumes, as expressed in 
different times and by many distinct races of men ;

oldest and most universal monuments of opinion 
and sentiment among mankind: and to verify for 
himself the truth of Lord Bacon’s well-known re- 
mark, that ‘the genius, wit, and spirit of a nation

Lord Lytton, or, as we still know him in this 
country—the untitled Bulwer—ought to be able to 
give us a capital version of the lyric portions of 
Horace. Many of his historical novels show his 
power of self-transfer to past times. His render- 
ings of Schiller are proofs of his ability to pene- 
trate the meanings hidden in a foreign language. 
His general knowledge of the world and of the 
human heart qualify him to appreciate the spirit 
in which a philosophic epicure, such as Horace, saw 
life, comprehended it, enjoved it, and ridiculed it. 


| All these varying moods Bulwer is, by his flexi- 
bility and vigor, amply ably to seize and to express.
